2. Per interview on 2/24/03 it was agreed that the references of Gourdine and Perdue, the 
only two references discussed in detail, still read on amended/unamended claims rejected in 
paragraphs 3-5 of action mailed 7/5/02 paper number 6. For example, the fan F in Gourdine is 
coupled to the end of housing 1 1 by port 17 and conduit 19. Therefore, the rejection set forth in 
paragraphs 3-5 of action mailed 7/5/02 is maintained in view of the interview. 

The references of Bollesen, Yu, and Scholder not discussed in detail during the interview 
However, Bollesen was discussed to point out that housing (board term) 300 is coupled to sink 
218 by elements 1502A, 1502B and fastener 1506A. Therefore, the rejection set forth in 
paragraphs 6-8 of action mailed 7/5/02 is maintained in view of the interview. 

Applicants' remarks filed 1/13/03 considered moot with respect to the interview.
